and resolute policy. The Arabs, it must be noted with 
regret, have not responded to this attitude which has 
for the most part been adopted by the Jewish National 
leaders. While it is still more regrettable that a very 
large number of our own people have not appreciated the 
opportunity for self-emancipation. It can never be too 
strenuously urged upon Jews that Zionism came into being 
for the political release not of a _ section but of the 
whole House of Israel. Still, having regard to what has 
occurre® with other nations, the Jews may be said to have 
maintained and upheld the bargain into which they entered. 
And this cannot be claimed by the other parties to the pact. 
The British Government and the Palestine Administration have 
frequently acted in a manner which was bound to be interpreted 
into meaning that they saw in Palestine nothing more than the 
means of adding to the Empire a vastly important Possession. 
And from the very first there have been repeated acts and 
pronouncements calculated to thwart in every way Jewish aspira- 
tions. If that policy is now-to be exchanged for a wider and more 
liberal and more sensible one; Jews will be the first to 
respond, even though the fairer and more honourable treatment 
come from the hands of those who have co greatly wronged 
them. But the better understanding and more fruitful co- 
operation of which the Jewish people are so anxious to avail 
themselves can only ensue if there are retained for them the 
privileges and rights which such documents as the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate should have made inalienable and 
incontestable, 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Accustomed as we have become to stories of anti-Semitic 
hooliganism among the students attending the Universities in 
certain European centres, the news which is coming to hand from 
Poland would seem to indicate that the disturbances at Warsaw 
are decidedly more serious, and Lave in them more menacing 
elements than has been the case on previous occasions, when 
unbridled youth has reacted to the baneful virus of Jew hatred. 
Polish politic:anS see in the riots, so they declare, as much an 
attack upon the Polish Government as upon the Jewish citizens of 
the Republic who have been the immediate victims. The position 
should afford a grave warning to Governments of the danger of 
tolerating violent anti-Semitic propaganda among the ycuth of 
their lands, and especially that section in which one would expect 
to find rather more intelligence. These occurrences seldom spring 
spontaneously from the emotions of the students responsible for 


the initial violence, while those to whom blame must primarily be 


attached are often well known to the authorities who are there- 
fore not a little to be censured for allowing anti-Semitic agitators 
freedom in which to pursue their iniquitous work. 


Jewish Religious Educat‘ion, 

The Educational Conference of the Jewish Memorial Council, 
held last week in Birmingham, discus:sed many details of the 
instruction of Jewish girls and boys in the tenets of their Faith and 
in the history and significance of their culture. It was only to ba 
expectel that the spcakers sbould approach the subject from the 
attitude of the Memorial Council, which, so to speak, has to get on 
with the job. A paragraph in this column a week or two ago 
made refererce to the wider question of securing the surpo:t 
of both parents and children in the work which is of such 
vital importarce if Judaism is to survive. But it is more 
than a little disquieting to read the words of so level-headed 
an observer as the Rev. S. Levy, M.A., when, at a_ Prize 
Distribution to children attending the Stamford: Hill Hebrew 
Kindergarten, he declared that “Jewish children were attending 
a Church School nearby, on the walls of which were pictures 
encouraging another faith.” It is easy to cast blame for this sort 
of thing. But it does not get us very far. The whole question is 
wrapped up with the difficulty of bringing up children as Jews and 
Jewesses, who are educated at schools in which the whole atmos- 
phere, the idealism and the Weltanschauuny7, are definitely Christian, 
even though the Jewish pupils are not instructed in non-Jewish 
theology. 


Indeed, more than one headmaster has expressed his disapproval 
of Jewish pupils receiving their education in his school without a 
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trace of definite religious instruction. In many cases, to include 4 
Jewish religion class in a tight-packed curriculum is well-nigh 
lin possible.

The discussion on this subject at last weck’s mecting of the 
United Synagogue Council should clear up fairly cc mpletely the mass 
of rumour and suspicion which had arisen in the public mind in 
connection with the financial administration of the New. Synagogue, 
Stamford Hill. Both Mr. Reuben Cohen, who bas been largely respon. 
tible for directing public attention to the matter, and Mr. Gaventa, 
who frankly assumed responsibility for his unwise action in ordering 
the destruction of certain receipt books, were given full opportunities 
at the Council meeting to state their cases. The Chairman and the 
Honorary Officers deserve all praise for securing (in one case, it is 
to be suspected, contrary to the wishes of many members of the 
Counci!) this free and frank discussion. Major Isidore Salmon 
spoke of the pain with which the Council must have listened to Mr. 
Cohen's statement. It was pain well worth bearing, for only the 
fresh air of free discussion can blow away the unhealthy atmosphere 
of suspicion and rumour, which is bound to arise when public 
irrégularities have to be investigated and put an end to. 


The Report which the Honorary Officers presented to the Council, 
as the result of an investigation into these financial irregularities, 
detailed precisely and pointedly the sloverly management—for this 
is really what the trouble amounted to—which had become the 
practice in the handling ofcertain funds connected with the “ New,” 
For the most part, the report was admirable. But was it necessary 
to refer to “ the existence of a personal animus against -certain of 
the Officers and Honorary Officers of the Synagogue,” which the 
investigators declared had become apparent to them? Whether 
this animus or spite was present or not, is of little interest to the 
Jewish public, which rightly demands that the constituent members 
of its premicr communal organisation shall be carried on in a 
manner beyond cavil or reproach. The dragging in of the question 
of spite did not add to the dignity of the Report, while it raises 
spite itself to an emotion of undeniable value, if it can lead to the 
correction of irregularities such as the Report details. 


With the particular matters which gave rise to the complaints, 
it is not necessary specifically to deal. 
which is all-important. Fortunately, thanks to the persistence of 
Mr. Keuben Cohen and the wisdom of Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen and his fellow Honorary Ofiicers, something of a blow 
has been dealt at one of the most dangerous of all policies in 
conjunction with public matters—that of Hush! Hush! Perhaps it 
is honouring the procedure too much to designate it a policy ; 
for, more often than not, it is little better than an insidious 
refuge, a last resort. But, like the Rake’s Progress, which Hogarth 
60 vividly illustrated, the first steps of comparative ease lead 
inevitably, if not checked, to disaster. It is quite possible that the 
Report was not able {to answer every detail and complaint which 
Mr. Cohen raised. The important thing is that the leaders of a 
great Communal Institution have shown plainly that public and 
thorough investigation must follow when allegations for which a 
prima facie case can be made out, gain currency.in the Community, 
However maify feelings may be wounded and however unpleasant 
he process may prove, it isa public duty narrowly to observe and 
trenchantly to criticise all and every matter of this nature. Only 
by this means can the able directors of a vast public organisation 
like the United Synagogue be given the opportunit 
pursue the great work to which they set their hands.

Lord Allenby Inspects Jewish Ex-Service Men. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY. 


The second Jewish Armistice Service held on the Horse Guards’ 
Parade Ground, Whitehall, on Sunday afternoon, was attended by 
nearly 2,500 Jewish ex-Service men and a few ex-Service women, 
while thousands of spectators surrounded the parade ground and 
lined the streets adjoining. The majority of the ex-Service men 
came from London: the remainder from Birmingham, 140; Liver- 
pool, 100; Manchester, 100; Leeds, 75; Glasgow, 50; Nottingham, 
40; Edinburgh, 15; and Derby, 10. One Jewish ex-Service man, it 
was stated, had walked all the way from Birmingham to join his 
comrades at the Service. 

Special arrangements were made this year for the Service to be 
broadcast to all parts of the ground by means of loud speakers. The 
men were formed up on three sides of the ground, and in the centre 
was a platform, draped with the Union Jack, from which the Chief 
Rabbi of the British Empire conducted the Service, assisted by 
Dayan M. Gollop, B.A., Rabbi, Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Forces, 
Prior to the Service, Field-Marshal Viscount Allenby, G.C.B,, G.C.MLG,, 
inspected the parade, accompanied by Lt.-Col. J. H. Levey, DSO. 
(in command), Messrs. Donald Van den Bergh and Desmond Tuck. 

The Crier Raps recited the Armistice Praver in Euglish, and 
Dayan Go.uor followed with the second half of the Oleinuw and the 
Kaddish in Hebrew. The “ Last Post™’ was sounded by the buglers 
of the Guards, and, the whole assembly remained silent for one 
minute in memoryofthefallen. After Reveillé, the entire assembly, 
including the spectators, joined in the singing of Adon .Olam, 
accompanied by the Band of H.M. Scots Guards (by permission of 
Colonel! F. Alston, C.M.G., Officer-commanding the Scots Guards), 
which was under the direction of Lieut. H. KE. Dowell. ‘The fine 
rendering of Adon Olam to tlie traditional melody by the Scots 
Guards Band, created a profound impression. 

The men then proceeded to march to the Cenotaph, accompanied 
by three bands, and headed by the two Jewish V.C.’s carrving a 
wreath of laurels and poppies, formed in the shape of the Mogen 
David, and bearing the inscription © In memory of British Jews who 
fell in the War.” Viscount Allenby, accompanied by among others 
the Chief Rabbi, Dayan Gollop and the Rey. Dr. A. Cohen, of Bir- 
mingham, marched with the men to the Cenotaph where the wreath 
was laid, After returning to the Horse Guards’ Para le, the National 
Anthem was sung, and the parade was dismissed. 

The Re-Union Tea. 

In consequence of the large number of men wishing to be 
present this year at the tea, additional accommodation had to be 
found, ‘There were two parties, one at the Coventry Street Corner 
House and the other at the Strand Corner House. At the former. 
Major J. B. Brunel Cohen presided, and among those on the platform 
were Viscount Allenby, the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Charles S. Myers, 
Private J. White, V.C., and Lieut.-Col. Stanley Cohen. The Chair- 
man announced that the following telegram had been sent to His 
Majesty the King: 

2,509 Jowish ex-Service men of H.M. Forces assembled at an 
Armistice Service on the Horse Guards’ Parade send hunible. greetings of 
loyalty to His Majesty.” 

A reply was reccived from His Majesty the King conveying his 
appreciation of the expressions of loyalty from the Jewish ex-Service 
men. 

Major COHEN said that the first parade last year had been 
such a success that it had been decided to hold another this 
year. The organising work had been done mainly by Lieut. W. 
Hurwitz to whom they owed a deep debt of gratitude. Major Cohen 
welcomed the Chief Rabbi, who, he said, by his presence had given 
the official blessing and sanction to the Service. Last year the 
holding of that Service had been criticised as unnecessary in view 


of the general Armistice Service on November 11th. He (the Chair-

felt that no wrong had been committed by a body of Jewish ex- 
Service men holding a special Service in memory of their fallen 
comrades, Major Cohen referred to the passing of that great Jewish 
soldier, General Monash, and, at his suggestion, all! present stood 
for one minute in silence as a token of respect. In conclusion he 
thanked Viscount Allenby for taking the place of Lord Jellicoa 
who, through illness, had been unable to attend. 

Viscount ALLENBY ¢who was received with prolonged applause) 
said that he yielded to no one in his admiration of what had been 
done in the War by the Jewish soldiers. Many of them were his 
comrades in Palestine, and they had helped him to bring off “ a very 
respectable job” by freeing the Holy Land from the domination of 
the Turk. 

The CHIEF RAB said that Viscount Allenby had written his 
name in the annals of eternal history. He had linked his name with 
the eternal cause of the Eternal City of the eternal people. His 
achievement was a masterpiece of military history.”

AN UNSATISFACTORY SHOW, 

The 176th exhibition of the Royal Society of British Artists at 
Suffolk Street, Pal! Mall East, contains over 500 works, covering 
every inch of the commodious walls and giving no impression at all 
that they have passed through the hands of a selection- committee. 
Most of the work is frankly bad, not only artistically but even 
technically, for which there is very little excuse these days. Few of 
the artists (always, of course, excepting Bertram Nicholls, the 
President) seem to have attacked their canvas with any idea of a 
particular problem confronting them: they just seem to have painted 
and hoped for the besf.

», use his prophecy begins with an argument drawn from the same 
gti The ground of his appeal to Israel for an amendment 
of +he national life, and in reproof of their sins, consists of a 
ré ting of the mercies of God towards them in the past, 
en! of the favours that had been theirs by reason of the happy 
ré os that had existed between them. Israel had been the 
ob cect of the Divine love, though in their blindness they had 
faiied to appreciate it, or in their wilfulness had actually denied it. 
yet ‘hat love was patent to all in their contemporary history as 
well ae in the annals of the past. God had chosen Jacob and had 
rejected Esau, in the old Bible story. In their own time He had 
restored Israel to their land, while Edom’s heritage lay desolate, 
or! Edom's hopes of restoration were doomed to disappointment. 
fut the proofs of the Divine love are not only in the facts of 
history. They are manifest in the rebuke that it is the prophet's 
borden to deliver.’ For him that God loves, He rebukes, that so they 
may be led to reconciliation, and to those blessings, personal and 
naiional, that reconciliation brings in its train. Malachi's first reproof 
is addressed to the priests for the negligent performance of their 
duties. ° They offer,.or permit the people to offer blemished aninials 

crifices. They treat God with contempt. They would not dare’ 
thus to insultan earthly ruler. What indeed cana Temple stand for, 
if its priests have no concern for the nature of its worship, no under- 
standing ofits sanctity or the meaning of its sacrifices? Surely it 
were better that its doors should be closed rather than that the fires of 


altars should burn there uselessly. Did they think that nowhere 
) the Temple at Jerusalem could acceptable worship be offered 


to \lmighty God? The gentiles had a greater sense of the sanctity 
of worship than had God's own people or His priests.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 
_-- 
Sabbath Genesis xxv., 19—xxviii., 9, 

AXV., 33. The apparent callousness of Jacob's conduct in taking 
& mean advantage of his brother's extreme hunger, for the purpose 
of securing the birthright which he coveted, has always perplexed 
the devout reader of the Bible. It seems so out of accord with what 
one expects from a man after whom a great people has been named. 
A possible reply is that the Scriptures record the truth, whether it 
be to the praise or discredit of the Israelite heroes. They are not 
depicted as sinless and perfect, and even the censurable actions 
which they performed are faithfully recounted against them. A 
notable instance is. David, of whom the crimes of adultery and 
connivance at murder are related. 

The Rabbis, however, declined to accept this view and point 
out in extenuation of Jacob's conduct that he was not actuated by 
the desire for material gain in his endeavour to secure the birth- 
right. He was not thinking of his father’s estate to which he would 
then become entitled, but of the spiritual heritage which had been 
bequeathed by the first patriarch. The firstborn became in due 
course the head of the family and determined even the religion of 
its members. Jacob's fear was that if Esau succeeded his father, 
the legacy of Abraham would be lost. He refused to act merely on 
suspicion, and saw in his brother's plight an opportunity of putting 
him to the test. Ifhe valued the privilege of becoming the spiritual 
heir of the founder of their household, it should be more precious 
to him than life and he would refuse to barter it at any price. 
Jacob therefore made his offer to Esau, with the full intention of 
supplying him with the food he pined for even if he declined to 
accept it in exchange for the birthright. 

Nachmanides mentions in his commentary another explanation 
of the incident which was current in his time, although he does not 
agree with it himself. It was said that the Torah does not inform 
us that Jacob demanded the birthright as the price of the food 
which Esau thought was necessary to-save his life. When he said 
to his brother, * Sell me thy birthright,’ his intention was to pay 
him its monetary value ; and after the bargain had been struck, he 
gratuitously provided him with food. He only utilised the circum- 
stance of Esau’s faintness, because in his weak state he would be 
more likely to come to terms. 

Of the modern apologists, the most ingenious is Meklenburg 
who puts forward this theory in his commentary on the Pentateuch. 
There was no sale at all, he alleges. The Hebrew verb 332 does 
not necessarily involve barter, and:he quotes several passages in 
support of his contention where it is used in connection with 
God, c.q., “ Their Rock hath sold them ” (Deut..xxxii, 30); .see 
also Judges ii, 14, iii, 8, etc. The most striking illustration, although 
he does not quote it, is Isaiah lii, 3, “ Ye were sold for nought.’ 
Therefore the verb may signify nothing more than “ to surrender, 
hand over.” His main point is that verse 34 cannot be cor- 
rectly translated, “And Jacob gave Esau bread and pottage,’ t.c., 
after the ‘bargain had been made, because in that case the 
Hebrew should have been SPY" JN". Since the text reads JM3 apy" 
its proper réndering is, “ Now Jacob had given,’ viz., before 
there was any talk about the birthright. His reconstruction of 
the incident is as follows: Jacob was cooking pottage when Esau 
came in from the hunt tired and hungry. He asked for some of the 
food, which Jacob at once gave him together with something to 
driok. After Esau had satisfied his hunger, he grew merry and in 
his talk spoke slightingly of bis privilege of being the first-born. 
Jacob immediately seized on the point and said to him, “If the 
birthright is of no use to you, surrender it to me.” Esau replied, 
“ Llead an adventurous life hunting animals and am liable to be 
killed any day; so of what use is the birthright to me!” By 
employing such words he virlually renounced his claim to it; but 
Jacob wished to have the matter definitely settled. He therefore 
asked his brother to take an oath that he abandoned his right, and 
Esau at once complied with the request and delivered over his 
privilege to Jacob. 

This interpretation, if it is the correct one, does certainly free 
Jacob of the charge of having taken an unfair advantage of his 
brother's weakness; and unquestionably the use of the pluperfect 
773 Spy") instead of the vav consecutive 3P¥" corroborates it. 
But one cannot help wishing that the text had made the course of 
events, if it was as outlined above, clearer to the reader. ‘The 
subject has been approached from an entirely different angle by the 
eminent scholar, the late Dr. Joseph Jacobs ; but the exposition and

Anti-Semitic Rioting in Poland. 
— 


Serious Disorders. 
[From our 


Despite energetic measures adopted by the police, anti Semitic 
students in Warsaw continued their rioting in the city on Thursday, 
November 5th, throughout the day. The outbreak of the riots was 
briefly reported in last week's Jewish CHronicte, The police 
repeatedly dispersed groups of rioters in the neighbourhood of the 
University, but finally a number of students from various. colleges, 
reinforced by the mob, succeeded in invading the Jewish quarter, 
where they attacked not only adult male Jews but also Jewesses 
and children. The Jews, however, offered a strong resistance, and 
in the course of the fighting many persons on both sides were injured. 
Four Jewish students were seriously wounded. The police inter- 
vened and arrested many persons. 

The rioting continued on Friday and Saturday. The students, 
reinfor.ed by the mob, appeared to have ,lost all sense of decency. 
In the Central Park of Warsaw, known as the Saxon Garden, they 
attacked not only Jewish women, but also Jewish infants in perambu- 
lators and their nursemaids. In the Opera Square they assaulted 
many Jews and broke the windows of Jewish houses and oflices. 

On Friday, the University courtyard witnessed a veritable battle 
between the anti-Semitic and Jewish students, in the course of which 
about 100 Jews were severely handled and fifteen were seriously 
wounded. In the evening the anti-Semitic students, accompanied 
by the mob, again appeared in the Jewish quarter, but once more they 
met with strong resistance, the Bund (Jewish Socialist Party) and 
the Left Poale-Zionists having organised self-defence companies. 

As a result of the continued rioting, in the course of which even 
the wife of the Rector of the University was insulted by the anti- 
Semites, the Senate of the University temporarily suspended all 
lectures. Immediately after the closing of the University the anti- 
Semitic rioting commenced in other higher educational institu- 
tions in Warsaw. 

On Saturday the police authorities adopted strong measures. 
Forces of police attacked a crowd of about one thousand anti- 
Semitic students at the Polytechnic and Academy of Commerce. 
The police were also assisted by the Fire Brigade. The students 
were finally dispersed, but in the course of the fighting four police- 
men were wounded. About one hundred students were arrested. 

Despite the opposition of liberal-minded Christian students, tie 
rioters succeeded in demolishing the Library at the Jewish Students’ 
Home, The authorities have now closed the Polytechnic and the 
Academy of Commerce. 

The Jewish Parliamentary Club introduced an interpellation in 
the Sejm with reference to the rioting and the Government replied 
that they considered that the uprising was not merely against the 
Jews but against the Government itself. They were taking the 
strongest possible measures; 180 social democratic students had 


been arrested and the Saxon Park had now been closed. A group of 


wounded Jewish students made their way into the house while the 


debate was in progress and uproar ensucd. 


A Pogrom at Grodzisk. 

Particulars have reached Warsaw regarding anti-Jewish rioting 
which has occurred at Grodzisk, in the province of Posen, during 
a local fair. It appears that about 200 hooligans, armed with knives 
and other weapons, attacked the Jews in the market late in the 
evening. A panic occurred and the Jewish traders fled and hid 
themselves in cellars and in Christian restaurants. The assaulted 
Jews everywhere cried for help, but the police failed to put in an 
appearance. The rioting lasted until 2 a.m., when it subsided for a 
short time. A delegation of Jewish traders then went to the 
police station, but found the doors closed, and could not persuade 
the police to take steps for securing order. 

At about 2.30 a.m. when the rioters found that no more Jews 
were left in the market, they renewed their rioting, but this time 
they attacked the Christian traders who remained in the market to 
guard their goods. When the rioters began to pillage the goods of 
the Christian traders, a number of Christians assembled and offered 
a strong resistance. 

It was only at 7 a.m. that a delegation of the Jewish traders 
managed to gain admission to the police station, where the Chief of 
the Police noted all particulars of the riot. It transpires that 
altogether 162 traders suffered losses. 


A later report states that rioting in Wilno has assumed serious 
dimensions. The University had to be closed, and this served to 


divert the riots to the business quarter, where Jewish shops were 
attacked.

It was not possible for him 
to go into details about one matter of great importance associated 
with the preblcm of the displaced Arabs in Palestine on which 
subject they had been negotiating with the Government during the 
last few weeks. He would like to say, however, that they had been 
able to change the intention of the Government radically in the 
matter and to obtain a decision which rep esented a satisfactory 
settlement of one of the important issues in connection with the 
problem of displaced Arabs. Referring to the appointment cf Sir 
Philip Cunliffe Lister as Colonial Secretary, Professor Brodetsky 
said they knew from pronouncements made by Sir Philip before he 
became Colonial Secretary that, as regards Zionist policy, he stood 
upon the same ground as Mr. Baldwin, who was one of the signatories 
against the White Paper. 
The Danger of Coilapse in Palcstinc Work. 

Dealing with immigration, Professor Brodetsky said that the 
objections of Government representatives to a large Jew-sh labour 
immigration were all based upon economic considerations, If there 
had been a certain change in the attitude of the Mandatory Power 
towards their work in Palestine in the Jast few months, it was all 
the more true that the keys of the gates of Palestine so far as Jewish 
immigration was concerned, lay in their own hands. That was why he 
felt particularly unhappy to have to say that the most unsatisfactory 
aspect of their work was the financicl one. When he looked back 
upon the last two months, he felt inclined to revise bis scientific 
opposition to belief in miracles; and to come to the corc:usion that 
they did indeed still live in an age of miracles, the miracle being 
that the Zionist fabric in Palestine had not yet collapsed in spite of 
the impossible financial situation in which the Executive had been 
placed in the last few months. The vital work of colonisation, educa- 
tion and health, and so on, which had to be carried out by the Execu- 
tive in Palestine, was in constant danger of collapse, and he, for one, 
considered that every day that passed without this work collapsing 
represented another miracle. They had read sufficiently about the 
cituation with regard to Jewish education. But the most alarming 
thing of all was the situation with regard to the colonies, because if 
there were any tendency to a liquidation of even the smallest 
fraction of their colonisation work in Palestine, it would be sucha 
confession of defeat that it would have incalculable political conse. 
quences. Therefore, he felt that in considering the situation in 
Palestine at the present moment they should think more about the 
practical and financial work there than about other aspects, because 
it was of immediate importance. Inconclusion, Professor Brodetsky 
expressed the hope that everything possible would be done by the 
Federation to foster the work of the Keren Hayesod and the Keren 
Kayemet, because the lack of these funds would very seriously 
endanger their work in Palestine. They had reason to look with 
confidence to the future, but this confidence was conditioned by the 
decision to take every step now in ovder to insure the safety of 
that economic fabric which they had already built up. 


London Women Zionists. 
RENEWED ACTIVITY IN ALL FIELDS. 


The inaugural meeting of the session of the “ Hadassah"’ 
(London Women's Zionist Association) was held last Saturday 
evening at Toynbee Hall, Commercial Street, E. Mrs. Henrietta 
Irwell, an Hon. Vice-President of the Women’s International Zionist 
Organisation, who was in the Chair, spoke of the resolution of the 
recent Women's Conference in Basle, that Jewish women in the 
Zionist Movement should redouble their efforts in every field to 
further the common Cause. That meeting was to be the first of 
many to be held not only in order to obtain the re-aflirmation of the 
loyalty of the present members, but also to start acampaign to bring 
the aims and objects of Zionism before the masses of Jowish woman- 
hood who were as yet only passively interested in the movement. 

Mr. Morris Myer said that the women of Israel should be 
made cognizant of every phase of Zionist progress. They had 
every reason to be hopeful of a new erg in Zionist politics, for the 
new Government was largely composed of sound, practical men 
with Zionist sympathies. 

Mrs. G. OLGA ALMAN, President of the London Women's Zionist 
Association, spoke of the welfare work done by women in Palestine, 
with special reference to the care of children. In no country inthe 
world, said Mrs. Alman, was the child so well cared for, morally, 
physically and spiritually, asin the Land of Israel. 

Mr. S. S. Leviy, LL.B., General Secretary of the Jewish National 


Fund, spoke of the influence of the Fund on the whole of the Zionist , 


movement. He cited facts and figures showing the progress made 
by the Fund. Over three million pounds had been collected, he 
said, and no less than $12,000 dunams of land (a dunam equals A 


quarter of an acre) had been acquired. The policy of the Jewish . 


National Fund was to stress the value of land and consequently, 
the value of hom:s. No one knew better of the value of “ home” 
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than the Jewish woman; and the leaders of the movement felt that 
they would not look in vain to her for help in surmounting present 
obstacles in the way to the ultimate attainment of their aims.

Colony Adoption. 
WIDESPREAD SUPPORT FOR J.N.F. SCREME. 


It was decided at the Biennial Conference of the Jewish National 
Fund, held recently in Liverpool, that Anglo-Jewry's association 
with the fiftieth anniversary of Binyan Ha'aretz and the thirtieth 
anniversary of the Jewish National Fund should take the form of 
Colony Adoption. This means that various Communities will adopt 
a National Fund village or settlement, and will undertake to raise 
over an agreed pericd the cost to the J.N.F. of the particular area 
adopted. By this means the National Fund will be freed of the large 
deficits incurred in obtaining land already in its possession, while 
further sums will be released for the acquisition of new tracts.

questions and to cement the spiritual union of Moslems. The 
creation of an association to foster an Islamic culture for the 
purpose of the establishment of a Moslem University in Palestine, 
will be among the questions before the Congress. The var‘ous 
Moslem countries will ke expected to make contributions to the 
University and give pledges to ensure the propagation of Moslem 
religious thought.

the Tarbut Association, which was held on Sunday evening at Jews’ 
College. Mr. Isidore Wartski, B.A., presided. 

Mr. Ettinger said the law in Palestine had to provide for the 
requirements of sections of the population whose standard of living 
and cultural development differed widely, This not only added to 
the difliculty of the legislator, but necessarily brought about certain 
incongruities in the state of the law. Whereas, for instance, Turkey 
had found it necessary to introduce a mcdern code of laws, Palestine 
was one of the few countries in which the old Turkish laws remained 
to a great extent in force. The law of Palestine originated from a 
number of different sources. First, there was the Moslem Religious 
Law which bad been summarised in the so-called Medjelle—a body of 
laws mainly similar to what was known in Europe as Civil Law. Then 
ihere was the Criminal and Commercial Law, also the Law of Pro- 
cedure which, to a great extent, imitated French Law as embodied 
in the Code of Napoleon. Thirdly, there was the Land Law which 
was the result of historical development in Turkey. In addition, 
there was modern legislation introduced since the time of the British 
Administration. As a result of such legislation many principles of 
English Law were introduced into Palestine. 

It was interesting, said Mr. Ettinger, that whereas in England 
there was a Legislative Body, namely, * The King in Parliament,” 
which was absolutely the Sovereign, in Palestine there was what 
ruight be described as a constitution, namely, the Mandate, which 
was unalterable except, perhaps, by the decision of those Powers 
which were the signatories to the Peace Treaty with Turkey. The 
fact that there were three official languages in lPalestine— Hebrew, 
English and Arabic—added to the difficulties of the Law and the 
Lawyer. The tendency among Jews to force the Hebrew language 
upon the Courts at least in those cases where all the parties were 
Jews, was not always successful, partly because of difficulties con- 
nected with terminology. Legal terms were difficult to translate, 
often impossible. As a result of an inheritance originating in 
Turkish times the Jews established their own Courts which were 
in fact Arbitration Courts and thereby succeeded in keeping 
n great deal of litigation from the other Courts. Mr. Ettinger 
said he believed this was a development of doubtful value. 
Any process of segregation in so far as Jewish life in Pales- 
tine was concerned, was likely to be harmful in the long run. Had 
the efforts which were made to establish these purely Jewish Courts 
of Arbitration been concentrated on influencing the Courts of the 
land, they might have been successful in incorporating many prin- 
ciples of Jewish Law into the general law of the country. Mr. Ettinger 
dealt with special branches of the Law, such as the Law of Personal 
Status and the position of Jews and especially Jewish women in 
reference to the law of inheritance. He also stressed the abnor- 
malities which still existed in the law of Palestine as a result of the 
maintenance of anc.ent Turkish (Mohammedan) principles, and 
pointed out that since there was no Parliament in DPalestine, public 
opinion had an important influence on legislation.

A long chapter is devoted to the forty years’ wanderings of the 
I-ruelites. Such episodes as the crossing of the Red Sea, the manna 
the quails, and the gushing of water from the rock, are explained as 
due to phenomena within the author's own personal experience. 
Jlis fresh interpretation of these events makes fascinating reading, 
and some at least of his new theories are likely to find a permanent 
pace in Biblical exegesis. Another chapter of special interest 
concerns the cumpaign against the great locust invasion of 1930, 
Many photographs and a large map enhance the value of this book, 
which is both informative and entertaining. 
AN ENGLISH SCHOLAR. 

Sk Ler, 1859-1926,’ by C. H. Firth (Humphrey Milford, 
ls.) has been reprinted from the proceedings of the British Academy. 
Lee was of Jewish parentage—his father Lazarus Lee was a London 
merchant, and his mothers maiden name was Jessie Davis. At 
Ox ord University he matriculated as “Solomon Lazarus Lee,” but 
subsequently adopted the name “Sidney.” While he was still an 
undergraduate he attracted the attention of Shakespearian scholars 
by an article entitled “ The Original of Shylock.” In this he 
attempted to show that Queen Elizabeth's Jewish physician Roderigo 
Lopez hanged for alleged high treason in 1591, was the prototype of 
Shakespeare's Jew. The article afterwards formed the basis of a 
paper on ~ Etizabethan England and the Jews. in later years 
Lee came to write the standard life of Shakespeare, as 
wel as the official biographies ot Queen Victoria and hing 
Edward VII. He was also famous as editor of the 
Dictionary of National Biography, as Professor of Eaglish at East 
London College, and in many other directions. When he died he 
was buried by his special desire in the general cemetery at Stratford 
on-Avon. He had never maintained any connection withthe Jewish 
Community. In this he formed a striking contrast to a distinguished 
colleague of his who died last year, Sir Israel Gollancz. But it may, 
perhaps, not be fanciful to attribute to his Jewish origin the follow. 
ing trait noted in this memoir: “ [lis insistence on the comparative 
study of English and European literature enlarged the outlook of 
Knglish criticism and corrected its insularity and was highly 
appreciated by foreign scholars.” 

, INDIAN PROBLEMS. 

THe INDIAN View,” by V. J. Patel (Friends of India, 46, 
Lancaster Gate, London, W.2, 3d.), has a foreword by Dr. Evelyn 
Wrench, Editor of Tuk Sprrcrarorn, The author was the Speaker of 
the Indian Legislative Assembly from 1925-1930, and resigned 
recently owing to sympathy with the Indian Nationalist Movement 
led by Mr. Gandhi. He is anxious that the present Round Table 
Conference should be a success, and Dr. Wrench recommends people 
in Great Britain to read this authoritative statement of the Indian 
nationalist starfdpoint.

MENTIONED last time that the 
Ptolemaic and Seleucid dynasties 
struggled for the possession of Pales- 
tine. Among these were Ptolemy IV of 

Egypt and Antiochus III of Syria. Antiochus 
had seized East Jordania and Galilee when 
Ptolemy met him at Raphia in battle and 
forced a peace. On his return, Ptolemy visited 
Jerusalem, and it is related that he was 
anxious to visit the Holy of Holies in the 
Temple ; but on the threshhold he was smitten 


with faintness and was carried away 
unconscious. 
A KING'S REVENGE. 


The king returned to Alexandria boiling 
with rage at this mysterious affront to his 
royal dignity, and he resolved to be revenged 
on the Jews of Egypt for what had happened 
to him in Jerusalem. He accordingly issued 
a decree that no Jew might occupy a royal 
office who did not follow idol-worship, and 
also enjoined that no one who did not bow 
down to the king's gods might enjoy civil 
rights. The effect was to make all the Jews 
into outlaws. The Jewsin the mass remained 
true to their religious beliefs, and sacrificed 
public office and civil rights rather than 
embrace idolatry. This embittered the king 
still more, and he ordered the Jews to be 
assembled in the Hippodrome—a big open 
space where public games were held—there 
to be trodden to death by elephants. The 
elephants were rendered wild by wine and 
drugs, and they were turned loose on the 
unhappy Jews. 

ELEPHANTS THAT WENT THE WRONG WAY. 

When they saw the huge beasts coming to- 
wards them with swaying trunks, the Jewssent 
up a great cry which terrified the elephants, 
and they wheeled round and attacked the 
guards who had turned them on the hapless 
Jews. Then they broke down the barriers 
and trampled on the crowd attracted to the 
cruel spectacle. The king was very much 
impressed by this rescue of the Jews, which 
he attributed to Divine intervention. He set 
them at liberty and withdrew the decrees he 
had issued against them. For three hundred 
years, the Egyptian Jews celebrated their 
deliverance by a local festival. 

ANTIOCHUS THE GREAT. 

Ptolemy IV died and was. succeeded by a 
Antiochus, surnamed “the Great,” 
was now able to realise his ambition to take 
possession of Palestine, and he was helped by 
the Jews, who had no pleasant memories of 
Ptolemy. Palestine thus became a Syrian 
province. Antiochus showed himself to be a 
good ruler. He granted-the Jews many 
privileges, reduced the amount of the tribute 
they had been paying, made a grant from 
State funds towards the maintenance of the 
Temple, repaired the walls of Jerusalem, and 
gave a further proof of his confidence by 
entrusting to two thousand Jewish families 
the safety of the fortresses of the ptovinges 
of Lydia and Phrygia. Like many another 
successful conqueror, however, Antiochus was 
not satisfied with what he had, and he 
foolishly tried to measure his strength against 
the growing power of Rome. He was heavily 
defeated and laid under tribute. In order to 
raise sufficient funds to pay what we should 
nowadays call reparations, Antiochus raided 


one of the temples in his realm, aroused 

resentment, and was assassinated. - We shall 

hear next week what happened after his death.
